At the election next Monday there will be 
submitted to Richmond voters an ordinance 
purporting to “regulate” the Jitney Bus. 
Only the title of the ordinance is given on 
the ballot. The ordinance itself consists of 
eight pages of closely typewritten ents 
While it purports to regulate yet the “ 
lations” and “provisions’ ” of the acdinance 
are‘so drastic that all jitneys would immed- 
diately be forced out of business.if the ordin- 
ance éliould tarry. 


THE PRESENT ORDINANCE GIVES 
PROPER REGULATION. 
The.City of Richmond now has a Munici- 
pal Ordinance. governin = regulating jit- 
8. It is Ordinance’ ‘381, adopted 
April. 28, 1915. It is jieieste, No further 
regulation is needed. THE PROPOSED OR- 
DINANCE WOULD EXTERMINATE— 
NOT REGULATE. 

Since the passage of the 1915 ordinance 
nodt*a single person, either passenger or pe- 
destrian has been injured in the city of 
Richmond by jitney busses. What other 
Public Transportation System can make as 
good a showing! Since the passage of Ordin- 
ance No. 381, not a dollar’s worth of damage 
te private property has been done by jit- 
neys. Under the ordinance now in force the 
jitney operators are compelled to pass physi- 
cal and mental examination by the Chief of 
Police, to pay a regular license and to carry 
bonds, protecting passengers in case of in- 
jury. 

The proposed ordinance would drive the 
jitneys off of Macdonald Avenue. It would 
compel the jitney drivers to make regular 
trips along specified streets in this city, 

where they could not get enough passengers 
to pay operating expenses, It would compel 
them to run from the Standard Oil to the 
Stege School, without deviation or turn, 
neither could they call for or deliver passen- 
gers to side streets.

Over two years of experience under the 
present ordinance has failed to show any 
defect therein, or any reason for change. 
The jitneys are safe—they are clean—they

Since the jitneys came into service auto 
fare has been reduced 50 per cent. You can 
now hire an auto by the hour for $1.50. 
Formerly you paid $3.00. 

The jitneys will accommodate you, they 
take you anywhere at anytime. They are a 
great convenience to the woman with a suit 
case, a bundle, or a baby in arms. They take 
her ‘right to her door. She don’t have to 
walk long distances carrying heavy weight.

Any other 
method takes from fifteen to thirty minutes 
longer. The jitneys connect with the Al- 
bany trains, the street cars do not. If the 
proposed ordinance carries the jitneys can- 
not run to Albany, but must stop at the 
Stege school. 

There are now ten jitneys running on 
Macdonald avenue, yet there is no conges- 
tion of traffic. Those ten jitneys are need- 
ed to supplement the street car lines. They 
eliminate long waits and save you from rid- 
ing in over-crowded street cars.
